China-US spat hobbles G20 push 
on world economy 


Rights groups hail new UN 
vote against executions 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Rights groups yesterday hailed a 
new UN committee vote against 
capital punishment, even though 
the United States again joined 
China, Saudi Arabia and Iran in 
opposing the move. 

A moratorium resolution 
was adopted by 107 votes to 
38, with 36 abstentions at the 
UN General Assembly's main 


human rights committee late 
Thursday. 

"This third resolution by the 
UN General Assembly in favor 
of a moratorium on executions 
is yet another milestone in the 
campaign to end premeditated 
killing by the state," said Jose 
Luis Diaz, Amnesty Interna¬ 
tional’s representative at the 
United Nations. 
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The Aruba Police Force announces to the general public that 
they have discovered counterfeit 100 Aruban florins bills in 
circulation.

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SEOUL, South Korea (AFP) 
- G20 leaders vowed yester¬ 
day to avoid currency manip¬ 
ulation and trade 
protectionism, but bad blood 
between China and the 
United States blocked deeper 
progress in rebalancing the 
skewed global economy. 

After a stormy two-day 
summit, the leaders of the 
world's biggest rich and 
emerging economies agreed 
to craft "indicative guide¬ 
lines" to reorient imbalanced 
trade between surplus and 
deficit nations. 

Due to Chinese-led resis¬ 
tance to binding trade targets, 
that was far less ambitious 
than sought by the United 
States, which is nursing a 
hangover from its worst re¬ 
cession since the 1930s. 

US President Barack 
Obama renewed an offensive 


on the Chinese yuan, which 
critics say is kept deliberately 
cheap to support Chinese ex¬ 
porters at the expense of US 
jobs. 

"It is undervalued and 
China spends enormous 
amounts of money interven¬ 
ing in the market to keep it 
undervalued," Obama told a 
news conference in Seoul, 
continuing a jobs-themed 
Asian tour after a mid-term 
electoral drubbing. 

Obama, Chinese President 
Hu Jintao and the other G20 
leaders warned that "risks re¬ 
main" to the global economy 
and said that "uncoordinated 
policy actions will only lead 
to worse outcomes for all." 

In a statement, they 
pledged to move "toward 
more market-determined ex¬ 
change rate systems" and to 
refrain from "competitive de¬ 
valuation of currencies." 

They renewed calls for the 
World Trade Organisation's 
"Doha round" of talks to be 
concluded next year, and ex¬ 
pressed commitment "to 
resisting all forms of trade 
protectionism." 

President Hu had pre¬ 


sented his own counter-pro¬ 
posals in Seoul, calling on the 
debt-burdened United States 
to adopt "responsible poli¬ 
cies" and maintain a stable 
dollar. 

The Chinese leader, who 
presides over the world's se¬ 
cond-largest economy and its 
largest exporter, demanded 
global resistance to trade bar¬ 
riers as he painted a bleak 
picture of the economic out¬ 
look. 

"The international finan¬ 
cial markets are volatile, the 
fluctuation in the major cur¬ 
rencies is large, prices of 
commodities are high, and 
there is a clear rise in protec¬ 
tionism," he said. 

The G20 statement was 
only struck after a week of 
late-night negotiating ses¬ 
sions in Seoul. It risks being 
seen by markets as toothless, 
shorn of US proposals to 
limit trade surpluses and 
deficits to a specific level. 

The G20's chairmanship 
passed Friday to French Pres¬ 
ident Nicolas Sarkozy, who 
promised thorough debate on 
the world economy despite 
"colossal" challenges.

Comatose Sharon moved to 
family farm 

SYCAMORE FARM, Israel (AFP) - Former Israeli pre¬ 
mier Ariel Sharon was taken yesterday from the hospital 
bed where he has lain in a coma for nearly five years, for 
a trial period at home, a hospital official said. 

An AFP photographer saw the intensive care ambu¬ 
lance carrying the ex-premier arrive at his 'Sycamore 
Farm' home in southern Israel early yesterday. 

Shlomo Noy, head of the rehabilitation unit at Sheba 
Hospital, near Tel Aviv, said that 82-year-old Sharon was 
expected to return to the hospital on Sunday. 

The exercise would be repeated several times to as¬ 
certain whether he could be treated at home on a perma¬ 
nent basis. 

"It's a gradual process, when a hospital discharges a 
chronic patient to his home," Noy told public radio. 

"It's a structured process, whereby you check that the support and medical environment in which 
the patient is to be placed permanently is suitable." 

Haiti cholera death toll rises to 
almost 800 



US Supreme Court keeps 
gay military ban intact 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AFP) - The death toll in 
Haiti's cholera outbreak rose 
to 796 yesterday, with 13 
people succumbing to the 
disease in the ravaged capital, 
the health ministry said. 

Another 12,300 people 
were being treated for the ill¬ 
ness across the Caribbean na¬ 
tion, the ministry said in a 
statement posted on its web¬ 
site giving the toll up to No¬ 
vember 10. 

Since the first cholera 
cases were reported in late 
October, the daily numbers of 
deaths and patients suffering 
from the water-borne disease 


has relentlessly grown as the 
illness stalks the quake-hit 
country. 

There are now mounting 
fears that cholera will take 
hold in the squalid camps 
housing some 1.3 million 
people left homeless by the 
January quake, which also 
killed some 250,000 Haitians 
mainly in the capital, Port-au- 
Prince. 

Most of the deaths have so 
far been recorded in the 
northern region of Artibonite, 
where the cholera was first 
detected, and it is believed to 
be spreading thanks to the 
waters of the Artibonite river. 


So far only 13 people have 
died in the area of the teem¬ 
ing capital city, including it's 
largest slum Cite Soleil, and 
its suburbs. Almost three mil¬ 
lion people live in and around 
Port-au-Prince, including 
more than a million in the un¬ 
sanitary tent cities which 
sprung up after the earth¬ 
quake. 

The United Nations yes¬ 
terday appealed for nearly 
164 million dollars in aid to 
tackle the growing cholera 
outbreak, and stop the coun¬ 
try being "overrun" by the 
epidemic. 


WASHINGTON - The US 
Supreme Court yesterday kept 
intact the ban on gays openly 
serving in the military as lower 
courts review the issue. 

The high court denied a re¬ 
quest from a gay rights group, 
the Fog Cabin Republicans to 
block enforcement of the 
"Don’t Ask, Don't Tell" policy 
amid reports that a Defense 
Department panel has found 
the military would suffer no 
harm to current war efforts if it 
lifted the 17-year-old ban. 

As a result, the policy will 
remain in place until at least 
mid-March, when a lower 
court is expected to issue a rul- 


Dutch mull 
police training 
mission for 
Afghanistan 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - The Nether¬ 
lands could send trainers to 
Afghanistan to help the coun¬ 
try's beleaguered police, the 
government said yesterday, 
three months after its military 
deployment there ended. 

"A letter announcing that 
we are going to examine the 
possibility and the timeliness 
of a mission is to be sent to 
the parliament," said Dutch 
Prime Minister Mark Rutte. 

"At the moment, there is 
not yet a question of a mis¬ 
sion, we are simply going to 
examine if a judicious contri¬ 
bution can be made to the 
training of police in 
Afghanistan," added foreign 
ministry spokesman Job 
Frieszo. 

A mission to Afghanistan 
by senior military officers 
and diplomats to investigate 
the proposal would visit three 
Afghan provinces, Frieszo 
added, without giving an 
exact date.

Minister 
Otmar Oduber declared dur¬ 
ing this special press confer¬ 
ence that this is the first time 
the Minister of Tourism, 
Transport and Labor manage 
to get a sum from the FDA 
for the development of a very 
important project that was 
initiated some years ago. 

The intention of the Twin¬ 
ning was to upgrade the 
knowledge that we have here 
in Aruba to a professional 
level, higher than the one ex¬ 
isting now. To achieve this 
we are getting cooperation 
from Holland who has a 
much higher level. Holland 
also cooperates with Aruba to 
adapt some laws and to make 
some new ones. 

In the year of 2008 the fist 
face of the Twinning project 
was finished, the cooperation 
between Aruba & Holland re¬ 
garding the management, 
planning and organisation of 
the Shipping Department. 

Since the beginning of the 
year 2010 the importance of 
this department began to 
show. In the scope of the 
Management of the Minister 
of Tourism, Transport and 
Labor, here has been a organ¬ 
isation of this department as 
to achieve certain goals to¬ 
wards 2011. 

That is why Minister Odu¬ 
ber says that it is of great im¬ 
portance to continue with this 
Twinning project, which 
could finalize in a 2 year pe¬ 
riod. 

We are talking about a 732 
million florins of finance in 
which the Department of 
Shipping of Aruba and the 
Department of Transport & 
Public Works, Holland 
reached an understanding 
that has as goal the improve¬ 


ment for the service given by 
the Shipping Department. 

The initiation is there to 
revise and adapt 7 laws in 
full, meanwhile new laws 
will introdiced between 2011 
and 2012. 

The principal goals will be 
for Aruba to have laws and 
the capacity as to inspect 
boats and ships. At this mo¬ 
ment Aruba has been able to 
do this only with small boats 
(till 12 passengers), the rest is 
done by the country of Cura¬ 
cao on the basis of a signed 
protocol. 

The intention is to finish 
in 2011 so that Aruba will be 
able to take this over com¬ 
pletely. Another important as¬ 
pect is to come with a better 
control, execution and collect 
of the activities that for many 
years has been taken place 
outside our coast in our water 
territory. Minister Oduber 
immediately said that the 
Shipping Department at these 
moments are already very 
concerning for the controlling 
part as to avoid any sort of 
spilling in the future or dam¬ 
age of the environment. 

The 3rd goal that Minister 
Oduber draw attention to was 
the change in the laws that 
will take place as to the reg¬ 
istration of boats in Aruba. At 
the moments every 6 months 
a person simply fill in a form 
that is free of charge, and has 
no condition bind to it either. 
As soon as the changes are 
introduced, it will make 
everything possible towards 
the commercial activities as 
well as the re-creative boats 
in Aruba to be revised. 

One of the conditions that 
for sure will take part is the 
drug test for the boat captains 
, but there will be also a con¬ 
dition as to the amount of 
life-vests, not only for the 
boats but also for those mak¬ 
ing use of it. “With this sec¬ 
tion we initiated today by 
virtue of the Twinning project 
between the Government, 
FDA and the concerning de¬ 
partments, will make it possi¬ 
ble to have a better control, 
legislation, organisation and 
administration,” Minister 
Otmar Oduber said. 

In the end the Minister 
thanked his colleague Minis¬ 
ter Mike de Meza and the 
FDA for a job will done. 


Kooyman builds 'Mega Store' 
in Aruba 





On November 10, 
Kooyman had their 
groundbreaking event of 
the new Mega Store that 
will be build in Primav- 
era, Aruba.

3G Speed Vs. Edge 


If you own a smartphone or 
have seen somebody use one 
recently, you know they have 
full Internet capability. 
Today's phones are fully inte¬ 
grated into the World Wide 
Web, allowing you to 
browse, email and chat. Not 
only can they connect via 
wireless access points, they 
can communicate with cell 
towers to access the Internet. 
While this is slower than Wi¬ 
Fi and high-speed Internet, 
it's available everywhere you 
get a phone signal. This tech¬ 
nology, available through 
most major cell phone 
providers, is known as en¬ 
hanced data for global evolu¬ 
tion (EDGE) and 3G. 

Understanding EDGE 

EDGE is used with GSM 
phone technology, the most 
commonly used cellular tech¬ 
nology in the world. EDGE is 
an improvement on the ultra- 
slow GPRS data networks, 
and is considered a 3G tech¬ 
nology, although it is less so¬ 
phisticated. It was first 
deployed on Cingular's GSM 
network in 2003. Before the 


advent of 3G, EDGE was the 
standard for cellular data and 
Internet access. 

Understanding 3G 

Third generation (3G) is 
simply a continuation of the 
EDGE cellular data stan¬ 
dards. It allows for higher 
transmission speeds (up to 
2.4 Mbps) and more ad¬ 
vanced network protocols. 
Most cell phone carriers offer 
3G as their standard data 
service over EDGE, as it is 
faster and more reliable. It is 
more expensive, however, 
and requires a greater signal 
strength to operate than 
EDGE. 

How is 3G Better? 

3G has the following en¬ 
hancements over 2.5G and 
previous networks: 

•Several times higher data 
speed; 

•Enhanced audio and 
video streaming; 

•Video-conferencing sup¬ 
port; 

•Web and WAP browsing 
at higher speeds; 

•IPTV (TV through the In¬ 
ternet) support.

Scientist: Ozone depletion could 
be damaging whales’ skin 



PARIS (AFP) - A closely- 
studied community of 
whales, including the threat¬ 
ened blue whale, showed 
worrying signs of sunburn, 
possibly because of ozone 
depletion in the atmosphere, 
biologists reported this past 
week. 

Whales come to the sur¬ 
face to breath, socialise and 
feed their young, which 
means the skin on their backs 
is exposed to the full force of 
the Sun, sometimes for hours. 

Scientists from the Zoo¬ 
logical Society and Univer¬ 
sity of London and Mexico's 
Inter-disciplinary Centre of 
Marine Sciences studied 
around 150 blue whales, fin 
whales and sperm whales in 
Mexico's Gulf of California 
between January and June in 
2007, 2008 and 2009. 

They took high-definition 
photographs and took skin 
samples using a stainless 
steel dart that were then ex¬ 
amined under a microscope. 

They found widespread 


signs of blister-type lesions 
similar to symptoms of sun¬ 
burn among humans. These 
signs worsened over time, as 
would be expected with higher 
exposure to ultra-violet. 

Worst affected were the 
whales that spent the most 
time in the Sun, and also blue 
whales which have paler 
skins compared with other 
species. 

Ultra-violet levels in the 
Gulf of Mexico fluctuate be¬ 
tween high and extremely 
high levels throughout the 
year. 

"The increase in skin dam¬ 
age seen in blue whales is a 
matter of concern, but at this 
stage it is not clear what is caus¬ 
ing this increase," said Laura 
Martinez-Levasseur of the Zo¬ 
ological Society of London. 

"A likely candidate is ris¬ 
ing UVR (ultra-violet radia¬ 
tion) as a result of either 
ozone depletion or a change 
in the level of cloud cover." 

The impact of the lesions 
on the whales' health was not 


part of the research. 

Ultra-violet light can 
cause potentially cancer- 
causing DNA damage to skin 
at high doses. It is filtered by 
clouds and also by the fine 
layer of ozone, a molecule of 
oxygen, in the stratosphere. 

Ozone, though, has been 
badly attacked by chlorine- 
based chemicals that are now 
being phased out under the 
1987 Montreal Protocol. 

The depletion is global but 
worse in lower latitudes, as 
evidenced by the famous 
"ozone hole" that appears 
seasonally over Antarctica. 

On September 16, a panel 
of 300 scientists, issuing a 
four yearly assessment under 
the UN banner, said the 
ozone layer would be re¬ 
stored to 1980 levels in 2045 
to 2060, "slightly earlier" 
than expected. 

Blue whales, the world's 
biggest mammals, can meas¬ 
ure up to 30 metres (100 feet) 
long and weigh upwards of 
180 tonnes.

Study: men fake orgasm, too 



Women aren't the only ones 
who feign pleasure in bed, 
according to a new study. 
Men fake orgasm, too. 

In a study of more than 
200 college students, 25 
percent of men and half of 
the women reported that 
they'd acted out an orgasm 
during sexual activity. The 
biggest motivation to fake 
it? Wanting sex to end with¬ 
out the awkwardness of 
hurting their partner's feel¬ 
ings. 

The research is pub¬ 
lished in the November 
issue of the Journal of Sex 
Research. 

Acting out orgasms 

Studies have consistently 
shown that between half and 
two-thirds of women have 
faked orgasm at some point. 
But because it’s tougher for 
men to fake ejaculation than 
it is for women to fake a few 
moans, few researchers had 
looked at men's rates of arti¬ 
ficial orgasm. 

The new study, carried out

versity of Kansas, asked 180 
college-age men and 101 col¬ 
lege-age women questions 
about their sexual histories. 
Each participant was asked 
whether they had ever pre¬ 
tended to have an orgasm. To 
catch those who might be 
ashamed to admit their de¬ 
ceit, the participants were 
also asked whether they'd 
"done something similar" to 
pretending to orgasm. 

Almost 100 percent of 
those surveyed had experi¬ 
enced some sort of partnered 
sexual stimulation, whether 
manual or oral. Just under 70 
percent of the women and 85 
percent of the men reported 
penile-vaginal intercourse. 

Intercourse turned out to 
be a major predictor of 
whether someone had faked 
it. About 10 percent of men 
and 19 percent of women 
who’d had sexual encounters 
but not intercourse had faked 
orgasms, compared with 28 
percent of men and 67 per¬ 
cent of women who'd had pe¬ 
nile-vaginal intercourse. 
Pretenders tended to be more 
sexually experienced. 

Penile-vaginal intercourse 
was also the most likely type

A US study suggests that 
people spend about half of 
their time thinking about 
being somewhere else, or 
doing something other than 
what they are doing, and this 
perpetual act of mind-wan¬ 
dering makes them unhappy. 

"A human mind is a wan¬ 
dering mind, and a wandering 
mind is an unhappy mind, 
wrote psychologists Matthew 
Killingsworth and Daniel 
Gilbert of Harvard University 
in the journal Science. 

"The ability to think about 
what is not happening is a 
cognitive achievement that 


of sex to trigger orgas¬ 
mic acting. Of those 
who specified the type 
of sex during which 
they faked an orgasm, 
86 percent of men and 
82 percent of women 
reported intercourse. 

The reason may be 
that people expect or¬ 
gasm during intercourse, 
the authors wrote. Sev¬ 
eral men in the study re¬ 
ported faking an orgasm 
because they had no 
other way to end a sex¬ 
ual encounter without 
awkwardness. 

Why fake? 

For men, the most com¬ 
mon reasons for faking it 
were that orgasm was un¬ 
likely or taking too long and 
that they wanted sex to end. 
Four-fifths of women re¬ 
ported they faked it to avoid 
negative consequences, like 
hurting their partner's feel¬ 
ings. Half of men reported 
the same motivation. 

"When sex is a perform¬ 
ance, and when sex has per¬ 
formance goals - erection, 
intercourse, orgasms - it's 
problematic," Ellison, who 
was not involved in the re¬ 
search, told LiveScience. El¬ 
lison argues that sexual 
success should be redefined 
as anything that makes you 
feel good about yourself, 
good about your partner and 
as something that enhances 
your relationship. 

"If you change the goal of 
sex to creating mutual pleas¬ 
ure and finding all the differ¬ 
ent ways to create pleasure... 
you'll learn a lot more about 
sexual responsiveness," she 
said. "Sex will be a whole 
different experience." 


comes at an emotional cost." 

The study showed, people 
‘s minds were wandering 
46.9 percent of the time. 

Subjects reported being 
happiest while having sex, 
exercising or having a con¬ 
versation. They reported 
being least happy while using 
a home computer, resting or 
working. 

By examining the mind¬ 
wandering responses, re¬ 
searchers found that "only 
4.6 percent of a person's hap¬ 
piness in a given moment 
was attributable to the spe¬ 
cific activity he or she was 
doing, whereas a person's 
mind-wandering status ac¬ 
counted for about 10.8 per¬ 
cent of his or her happiness."

Metal prices hammer record 
highs 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Copper and tin prices nailed 
historic highs this week, and 
gold smashed above 1,400 dol¬ 
lars for the first time in history 
in a sustained record-breaking 
run fuelled by hopes of eco¬ 
nomic recovery. 

Crude oil meanwhile rock¬ 
eted to two-year peaks while 
soft or agricultural commodi¬ 
ties also enjoyed an impressive 
performance. 

"The uptrend in commodity 
prices continued for much of 
this week, with prices moving 
to an elevated trading range,” 
said analyst Sudakshina Un- 
nikrishnan at Barclays Capital 
in London. 

"This week has seen crude 
oil prices at two-year highs, 
copper and tin at all-time highs 
and agricultural markets hit¬ 
ting multi-year and decade 
highs. 

"While the broader eco¬ 
nomic environment has turned 
more supportive and sentiment 
more positive, by the end of 
the week, concerns of further 
interest rate hikes in China 
have weighed on prices.” 

Many raw materials have 
also won strong support in re¬ 
cent days from the weak dollar, 
following the US Federal Re¬ 
serve’s decision last week to 
launch a second wave of asset¬ 
buying or quantitative easing, 
known as QE2. 

A weak greenback makes it 
cheaper for investors holding 
other currencies to buy dollar- 
denominated commodities 
such as copper. 

However, the dollar clawed 
back ground yesterday as in¬ 
vestors showed alarm about in¬ 
debted eurozone countries 
despite ressurances from top 
EU leaders at the G20 meeting 
in Seoul, South Korea. 

BASE METALS: Copper 
soared to a record peak of 
8,966 dollars a ton — beating 
the previous high of 8,940 dol¬ 
lars seen in July 2008 — on 
supportive Chinese economic 
data, tight global supplies and 
strikes in key producer Chile. 

In addition, tin set an all- 
time high at 27,500 dollars per 
ton, before both industrial me¬ 
tals ran into profit-taking. 

"Prices are being supported 
by firm Asian markets and ro¬ 
bust economic data from 
China (industrial production, 


fixed assets investments) 
which were largely in line with 
expectations and indicate con¬ 
tinued high activity in China,” 
said Commerzbank analyst 
Carsten Fritsch. 

Copper, which is used in 
plumbing, heating, electrical 
and telecommunications wi¬ 
ring, has rocketed by 50 per¬ 
cent since June. 

”A strike at the Collahuasi 
mine in Chile has highlighted 
the fragility of the supply-side 
and has stoked concerns of a 
looming market deficit at a 
time of falling inventories,” 
said analyst Robin Bhar at 
Credit Agricole CIB. 

Collahuasi, in northern 
Chile, is the third biggest cop¬ 
per mine in the world and pro¬ 
duces an estimated three 
percent of global supplies. 

Investors also flocked to 
copper as they sought to safe¬ 
guard their cash amid news of 
a sharp spike in Chinese infla¬ 
tion. 

"The market had already 
been on a charge with the raft 
of bullish developments, such 
as QE2, but in the last couple 
of days, China has been the 
driving factor,” said head 
dealer Rajesh Patel at trading 
firm Spread Co. 

"Chinese CPI data jumped 
to two-year highs this week, 
sending copper prices higher 
and sparked a short-covering 
rally which added fuel to the 
fire.” 

By late yesterday on the 
London Metal Exchange, cop¬ 
per for delivery in three 
months eased to 8,695 dollars 
a ton from 8,730 dollars a 
week earlier. 

Three-month aluminium 
slipped to 2,445 dollars a ton 
from 2,466 dollars. 

Three-month lead rose to 
2,545 dollars a ton from 2,525 
dollars. 

Three-month tin pulled 
back to 26,450 dollars a ton 
from 26,600 dollars from a 
week earlier. 

Three-month zinc fell to 
2,447 dollars a ton from 2,529 
dollars. 

Three-month nickel slid to 
23,341 dollars a tonne from 
24,690 dollars. 

PRECIOUS METALS: 
Gold metal soared to a fresh 
record of 1,424.60 dollars per 
ounce on the London Bullion 


Market, after hurtling past the 
1,400 barrier, boosted by its 
safe-haven status and the weak 
dollar. 

In the wake of gold, sister 
metal silver flew to a new 30- 
year peak at 29.36 dollars an 
ounce and palladium chalked 
up a nine-year high. 

"Renewed worries over sov¬ 
ereign debt in peripheral euro¬ 
zone economies, Chinese 
inflationary concerns and con¬ 
tinued buying from Asian banks 
have conspired to push gold 
prices to fresh record highs and 
silver prices to new 30-year 
highs this week,” said Deutsche 
Bank analyst Xiao Fu. 

Gold is viewed as a tradi¬ 
tional safe-haven asset in times 
of economic uncertainty, and 
as a safe store of value amid 
rising inflation. 

By late yesterday on the 
London Bullion Market, gold 
surged to 1,388.50 dollars an 
ounce at the late fixing, from 
1,346.77 dollars a week earlier. 

Silver advanced to 26.79 
dollars an ounce from 23.96 
dollars. 

On the London Platinum 
and Palladium Market, plat¬ 
inum rallied to 1,712 dollars an 
ounce from 1,700 dollars. 

Palladium increased to 703 
dollars an ounce from 640 dol¬ 
lars. 

OIL: Crude oil prices 
neared 90 dollars for the first 
time in more than two years, 
stoked by expectations of in¬ 
creased demand amid tight 
supplies. 

But they pulled back yester¬ 
day when traders took their cue 
from a stronger dollar and 
speculation over a Chinese in¬ 
terest rate rise which could 
curb consumption.

Brazil clown submits to literacy test for 
Congress seat 


SAO PAULO, Brazil (AFP) - 
A television clown elected to 
Brazil's congress submitted to 
a literacy test Thursday to try 
to disprove critics who 
claimed he could neither read 
nor write and therefore 
should be disqualified from 
office. 

Francisco Oliveira, a 45- 
year-old comic better known 
by his stage name Tiririca, was 
ordered by a judge to undergo 
the test in Sao Paulo under a 
provision in Brazil's constitu¬ 
tion that requires lawmakers to 
be literate. 

Walter de Almeida Guil- 



herme, head of Sao Paulo's Re¬ 
gional Electoral Tribunal, con¬ 
firmed to reporters that 
Oliveira was given one dicta¬ 
tion and two reading exams. 

He added that a judge 
would now determine whether 


Oliveira's performance in the 
test established he was liter¬ 
ate. 

Oliveira was elected as a 
Sao Paulo federal representa¬ 
tive in October 3 legislative 
polls with 1.3 million ballots 
— the most of any of the can¬ 
didates. 

He ran on a humoristic te¬ 
levision campaign dressed as 
a clown with a blond wig and 
colorful costume, and spouting 
riffs like "What does a federal 
deputy do? 

I have no idea — but vote 
for me and I'll let you know." 
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Book defending Dominican 
dictator Rafael Trujillo 
banned 



SANTO DOMINGO, The 
Dominican Republic (AFP) - 
A judge yesterday banned the 
sale of a hagiography of 
Rafael Trujillo — the strong¬ 
man who ran the Dominican 
Republic for 30 years — writ¬ 
ten by the dictator's daughter. 

"Trujillo, My Father" is 
written by Trujillo's youngest 
daughter Maria de los Ange¬ 
les Trujillo, born in Paris in 
1939. 

The book presents a warm 
and humane portrait of 
Rafael Trujillo, the man nick¬ 
named "The Boss" who ruled 
the Dominican Republic with 
an iron fist from 1930 until he 
was murdered in 1961. 

Judge Katia Gomez issued 
a ruling "forbidding any acti¬ 
vity or initiative aimed at re¬ 
habilitating the Trujillo era," 
the newspaper Listin Diario 
reported on its online edition.

Gomez said that she 
would fine the Luna book¬ 
store — the only store in the 
country selling the book — for 
each day it refuses to comply. 

The author, best known by 
her nickname Angelita, dis¬ 
misses in her book the offi¬ 
cial version of the murder of 
the three Mirabal sisters — 
one of the most high-profile 
crimes attributed to Trujillo - 
- as a "conspiracy." 

The upper-class sisters 
were regime opponents mur¬ 
dered in 1960 after visiting 
two of their husbands who 
were in jail for plotting 
against Trujillo. 

For many, their deaths 
marked the beginning of Tru¬ 
jillo's downfall. 

The judge's ruling also de¬ 
nies permission to the Rafael 
Leonidas Trujillo Molina 
Foun-dation, a Florida-based 
group, to open a branch in the 
Dominican Republic. 

The brutality of Trujillo's 
regime was the main theme 
in "The Feast of the Goat," 
the 2000 novel by Peruvian 
Nobel award winner Mario 
Vargas Llosa. 

A 2001 Hollywood movie 
starring Salma Hayek was 
made about the Mirabal sis¬ 
ters, "In the Time of the But¬ 
terflies." 


World's largest cruise ship makes 
US debut 



MIAMI, Florida (AFP) - Al¬ 
lure of the Seas, the world's 
largest cruise ship along with 
its twin Oasis of the Seas, 
made its US debut Thursday 
with operator Royal Carib¬ 
bean showing off innovations 
including the first Starbucks 
coffee house at sea. 

Like its 11-month-old twin 
Oasis, Allure soars 65 meters 
(213 feet) above the water¬ 
line, stretches 360 meters 
(1,181 feet) from bow to 
stem and fully loaded weighs 
225,282 tons. 

It was built by South 
Korea's STX Finland Cmise 
shipyards in Finland at a cost 
of one billion dollars. The Al¬ 
lure made its US debut after 
a 13-day transatlantic journey 
from Turku, Finland, to 
Florida. 

"We are very proud of 
these two ships that are the 
largest cmise ships in the 
world. They are twins, sha¬ 
ring exactly the same size and 
design," Royal Caribbean 


marketing director Rebecca 
Barba told AFP. 

The Allure's 16 decks are 
divided into seven "neighbor¬ 
hoods," including a sprawl¬ 
ing green area with fully 
grown trees reproducing New 
York's Central Park; a Coney 
Island-style Boardwalk; and 
numerous amenities offering 
rock walls, ice skating rinks 
and swimming pools with 
surf simulators. 

Its 26 dining options in¬ 
clude the first Starbucks at 
sea, the company said. 

"It's like being on seven 
different ships at once, and 
it's so big you at times forget 
you're at sea," said Barba. 

Despite the global eco¬ 
nomic downturn, Royal Ca¬ 
ribbean decided to build the 
twin giant cruise ships and 
feels certain it can get the 
customers to fill them. 

"We're optimistic because 
while we know we're going 
through some hard times, we 
offer a luxury cmises at rela¬ 


tively affordable prices, be¬ 
cause everything is inclu¬ 
ded," Barba said. 

The cheapest cmise pack¬ 
age Allure has to offer is a 
week-long voyage for 899 
dollars per person, although a 
family of four would pay 
about 25 percent less per in¬ 
dividual. The most expensive 
package includes the Royal 
Loft Suite for up to six peo¬ 
ple, at 15,609 dollars per per¬ 
son per week. 

Allure of the Seas' inaugu¬ 
ral seven-night Western 
Caribbean itinerary will de¬ 
part on December 5. 

The Allure arrived at its 
home port of Port Everglades 
in Fort Lauderdale, 48 kilo¬ 
meters (30 miles) north of 
Miami, where it was wel¬ 
comed by a flotilla of ships. 

Miami's complementary 
port facility, Fort Lauderdale, 
houses the largest cmise ship 
port in the world that in 2008 
welcomed some four million 
customers.

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Buffalo seek elusive win 
at Lions' expense 


France 'keeper says 
players don't deserve 
bonuses 



BUFFALO, New York (AFP) 
- The Buffalo Bills will on 
Sunday try again for their 
first victory of the NFL sea¬ 
son, hoping to benefit from 
the notorious road woes of 
the Detroit Lions. 

The Lions could break 
their own record for the 
longest road losing streak in 
league history with a 25th 
straight away defeat, some¬ 
thing that surely hasn't es¬ 
caped the desperate Bills' 
notice. 

"I'm sure with us not win¬ 
ning on the road in a while, 
they're probably looking at 
this as, 'Hey, this is where we 
can get our first win of the 
year,'" said Lions guard 
Stephen Peterman. "So it's 
going to a big task for us." 

Buffalo are 0-8 — halfway 
to the Lions' dismal 0-16 sea¬ 
son of 2008 — a benchmark 
of NFL futility. 

No one knows better than 
the Lions how the Bills are 
feeling right now. 

"They remind me of how 
we were the year we were 0- 
16," Peterman said. "They're 
not quitting. You don’t look 
on film and say, 'Hey, these 
guys are bad.' 

"You look on film and say, 
'Man, they were a couple 
points here, a couple points 
there from winning some 
games."’ 

Certainly the Bills have 
played some close games, 
losing each of their last three 
by three points. Even so, they 
remain the only team without 
a victory this season. 

"It's tough. We're fight¬ 
ing," receiver Steve Johnson 
said after Buffalo's three- 


point overtime loss to 
Chicago on Sunday. "You 
could see it out there. 

"I don't know what to say. 
It's just not happening in the 
end." 

At the other end of the 
NFL spectrum, Tom Brady 
and New England will visit 
Pittsburgh in a clash of the 
most dominant clubs of the 
past decade. 

The Patriots have won 
three Super Bowl titles and 
the Steelers two since the 
2001 season, and both are 
current contenders. 

The Patriots didn't play 
much like it last week in an 
upset loss at Cleveland, turn¬ 
ing the ball over three times 
and holding the ball for less 
than 22 minutes. 

After enduring the wrath 
of coach Bill Belichick they'll 
no doubt be keen to redress 
their mistakes. 

"I think we took quite a 
beating from our coach here 
the last couple days," Brady 
said. "Well deserved and we 
need to start playing better." 

Brady and the Patriots 
have dropped consecutive 
games just twice in the past 
eight seasons. 

After falling to the New 
York Jets in the second week 
of this season they reeled off 
five straight victories. 

The Steelers have given 
up the fewest points per game 
in the league at 15.4 and are 
easily the NFL's best team 
against the run with 58.3 
yards allowed per game. 

The week's action kicked 
off on Thursday night as At¬ 
lanta beat Baltimore 26-21.

But he said that was out of 
the question: "... for us, it's 
only a question of giving up 
the bonuses from the World 
Cup, not those due from the 
qualifiers. 

"Everyone (in the squad) 
is agreed on that principle." 

He added: "Representing 
your country on the interna¬ 
tional stage is always some¬ 
thing to be proud of. All of 
the players know that we 
failed, and that it's left us 
with a negative image. 

"None of us want to accept 
these bonuses, and we all 
want to donate the money to 
charity. I think there's been a 
misunderstanding. It's a pity 
because it's something we 
can do without right now."

Pacquiao hopes to extend legacy, streak 
against Margarito 



DALLAS (AFP) - Filipino 
superstar Manny Pacquiao 
hopes to extend his legacy as 
he goes for his eighth belt in 
as many weight classes 
when he and Antonio Mar¬ 
garito clash in a world title 
fight tonight.. 

Pacquiao, who will step 
into the ring Saturday 
against the biggest man he 
has ever fought, is hoping 
his second fight at Cowboys 
Stadium goes better than the 
first. 

Pacquiao's first fight in 
Dallas in front of a crowd of 
over 50,000 eight months 
ago turned out to be a let¬ 
down because Joshua 
Clottey went into a defen¬ 
sive shell, refusing to thrown 
any punches. 

Pacquiao says that won't 
happen this time when he 
and Mexico's Margarito bat¬ 
tle for the vacant World 
Boxing Council (WBC) 
super welterweight title. 

The Filipino superstar 
will be going for his eighth 
title in his eighth different 
weight class and his 12th 
consecutive victory since 
losing to Erik Morales in 
March 2005. 

"For sure there will be a 
lot of boxing because of his 
(Margarito's) style," Pac¬ 
quiao said. "That's what I 
want. 

"Margarito can give a 
good fight because he has an 
aggressive style and he 
throws a lot of punches. I be¬ 
lieve it will be a great fight." 

Pacquiao's trainer Freddie 
Roach at one time described 
their training camp as the 
worst ever but with the fight 
now just days away, Pac¬ 
quiao says there are no more 
distractions and he is com¬ 
pletely focused. 

"There is no problem in 


our training camp," Pacquiao 
said. "The first two weeks we 
had a problem because I was 
trying to gain weight but the 
problem is I can't move when 
I am that heavy. So I decided 
to maintain 148 pounds." 

The super welterweight 
title is usually challenged for 
at 154 pounds but the two 
fighters have mutually agreed 
to contest the title at a "catch 
weight" of 150 pounds. 

Pacquiao, a southpaw, ex¬ 
pects to enter the ring at 148 


pounds and while the much 
bigger Margarito could come 
in as much as 10 to 12 
pounds heavier on the night 
of the fight. Margarito al¬ 
ready has a four-inch height 
advantage and a six-inch 
reach advantage. 

Pacquiao's last fight was a 
12-round decision over 
Clottey for the WBO 147- 
pound title. Pacquiao expects 
to be just slightly heavier 
against Margarito than he 
was for Clottey, whose goal 


was simply to survive all 12 
rounds without getting 
knocked out. 

"I try to gain weight for 
this fight but I look terri¬ 
ble," Pacquiao said. "I can't 
move at that weight and my 
speed is not there. My regu¬ 
lar training weight is 142 
pounds. I tried to gain 
weight to 147, 150 and 154 
to get big but my speed is 
gone." 

Pacquiao's game plan 
will be to capitalize on his 
quickness around the ring 
and superior hand speed. 

He and Roach train for 
each fight by getting spar¬ 
ring partners who model 
their opponent's style. But 
Pacquiao's genius is in fig¬ 
uring out his opponent's 
weaknesses in the first few 
rounds then using that to 
break down their defence 
before going for the knock¬ 
out. 

"Margarito is a volume 
puncher," said Roach. "As 
long as you stand in front of 
him he will throw six- and 
eight-punch combinations. 
He is not like Clottey at all. 
He will fight. This will not 
be a Clottey rerun because 
(Margarito) will try to win." 

Margarito will likely try 
to use his reach advantage 
to tire Pacquiao out with the 
jab and then go for the kill 
with a big right hand. 

"The time is here and 
there are no excuses," Mar¬ 
garito says. "There will be a 
new Mexican champion on 
the 13th." 

Roach says they know 
what Margarito's weaknesses 
are. 

"I studied Margarito's 
fights," he says. "He is not 
that good. He punches like a 
girl." 

Margarito still carries the 


stigma of the hand-wrap 
scandal that netted him a one 
year suspension ban from 
boxing and that was before 
he was labelled a pariah this 
week for the way he and his 
camp members mocked 
Roach, who suffers from 
Parkinson's Disease. 

He will step into the ring 
for the first time in the USA 
since he was caught using il¬ 
legal gloves against Shane 
Mosely and he hopes to atone 
for his sins with a win over 
Pacquiao. 

"Antonio is ready," said 
manager Sergio Diaz. "He 
has been taking a lot of 
stones being thrown by 
everyone and everywhere." 

Promoter Bob Arum said 
he expects the crowd to ex¬ 
ceed the 51,000 that wit¬ 
nessed Pacquiao's last fight at 
Cowboys Stadium and sell 
over one million pay-per- 
view purchases in 137 coun¬ 
tries.

Free agent Jeter meets 
with Yankees 


MELBOURNE (AFP) - Ser¬ 
gio Garcia relished playing in 
the blustery wind to put him¬ 
self in contention for the Aus¬ 
tralian Masters at Victoria 
Golf Club on Friday. 

The Spanish former world 
number two produced the day's 
best round of six-under 65 to 
be four-under 138 and six shots 
off the lead held by Australian 
Adam Bland heading into the 
weekend rounds of the 1.5 mil¬ 
lion US dollar tournament. 

Garcia, 30, whose ranking 
has crashed to 70 and is with¬ 
out a tournament win since 
2008, highlighted his round 
with a superb putt off the green 


for birdie at the par-four third, 
his 12th hole of the round. 

"In a way it kind of sums 
up my golf, some rounds are 
spectacular and some rounds 
are not that great," he said. 

"I was hoping to shoot two 
or three under and make sure 
that I could be here for the 
weekend, but I felt good on 
the driving range and on the 
putting green and I was gain¬ 
ing in confidence through the 
round." 

"It was 65 but it wasn't the 
lowest I could have shot 
today because I hit so many 
good shots and I only missed 
one green." 


Slick Federer 
ends Paris 
Masters 
hoodoo 

PARIS (AFP) - Roger Fed¬ 
erer broke his ATP Paris Mas¬ 
ters hoodoo by beating 
Austrian 11th seed Jurgen 
Melzer 6-1, 7-6 (7/4) here on 
Friday to reach the semi-fi¬ 
nals at the Bercy arena for the 
first time in his career. 

Federer served and re¬ 
turned with breath-taking ef¬ 
ficiency in the first set, 
breaking Melzer twice in suc¬ 
cession to go 5-0 up inside 15 
minutes and securing a one- 
set lead with a pair of thump¬ 
ing aces. 

The top seed, chasing a 
third straight title after suc¬ 
cesses in Stockholm and 
Basel, encountered stiffer re¬ 
sistance in a tight second set. 

"I served well the whole 
match, but in the second set 
he was able to play a bit more 
solidly overall and serve a bit 
better," said Federer. 

"I think I played a perfect 
first set, but after that I knew 
it was going to be closer be¬ 
cause the first set wasn't re¬ 
ally reality." 

Federer will contest a 
place in the final with either 
British third seed Andy Mur¬ 
ray or last year's beaten final¬ 
ist Gael Months. 

Earlier, two-time French 
Open finalist Robin Soder- 
ling eased into the semi-finals 
with a 7-5, 6-4 defeat of 
American eighth seed Andy 
Roddick. 

The Swedish fourth seed, 
who will compete alongside 
Roddick at the year-end ATP 
World Tour Finals in London 
later this month, now faces 
unseeded Frenchman 

Michael Llodra, who upset 
Russian 10th seed Nikolay 
Davydenko 7-5, 6-1. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Derek 
Jeter, the New York Yankees 
captain who is a free agent 
for the first time, has had pre¬ 
liminary talks with Yankees 
executives as they prepare for 
contract negotiations. 

"Really it doesn't feel like 
there's anything different," 
Jeter said Thursday. "I under¬ 
stand there's negotiations that 
are going to come and those 
sorts of things, but for me 
personally I don’t feel any 
different." 

Jeter and his agent, Casey 
Close, met with Yankees gen¬ 
eral manager Brian Cashman, 
managing general partner Hal 


Steinbrenner and team presi¬ 
dent Randy Levine on Mon¬ 
day in Tampa, Florida. 

"It really wasn't that big of 
a deal," Jeter said. "It wasn't 
like meeting people for the 
first time." 

Cashman, Jeter and fellow 
free agent Mariano Rivera - 
the Yankees' longtime closing 
pitcher - were all together in 
New York on Thursday, at¬ 
tending a benefit for former 
manager Joe Torre's Safe At 
Home Foundation. 

Cashman said the talks with 
Jeter were in their "infancy 
stages," but added: "He wants 
us as much as we want him."
